Resolutions of tke Union state fonven- 


tloi of Ohio. 


The Union people of Ohio, grateful to 


Almighty God for the overthrow of the re- 
bellion and the preservation of the nation- 
al integrity ; for the blessings of peace 
and for all the favors which He has vouch- 
safed unto ua as a people, do hereby re- 
solve, 


1st. That the name and fame of Abra- 


ham Lincoln stand out from the history of 
the epoch unrivalled and alone, and while 
we deplore hie untimely and cruel death, 
and venerate his memory, it becomes us to 
imitate his wisdom, firmness and modera- 
tion in the treatment of vexed questions, 
and especially to imitate his example in 
waiting for the solution of difficulties to 
be furnished by the progress of time and 
the logic of events. 


2d. That President Andrew Johnson, 


by his unswerving devotion to the Union 
through years of severe trial, has now our 
highest confidence ; that we cheerfully in- 
dorse the policy of his 
administration, 


looking to the restoration of peace and civ- 
il order in the so-called seceded States, 
and that, as Union men of Ohio, we will 
give him our hearty and universal support 


3d, That the thanks of Ohio and of the 


nation aro due to the heroic men of our 
army and navy, whose labors and suffer- 
ing* have saved the Republic.

A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN ROXBIKY, 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


Two Children Murdered In Uu«**y>» 


•Wood*—A Brother and SUtcr the Vic 
tlmi—Tbe Bodlri of Both Terribly 
Mntllated. 


[From the Boston Journal, June CO.] 


One of the most terrible and revolting 


crimes which has ever occurred in New 
England, was revealed in Roxbury late 
yesterday afternoon. It is one of those 
horrible double tragedies which sicken the 
human heart and make the blood boil with 
a voluntary desire to inflict summary ven- 
geance upon the inhuman and fiendish 
perpetrators. It will be recollected, as 
stated in the papers of last week, that on 
Monday last two children—brother and 
sister—named John S. Joyce and Isabella 
Joyce, left their mother's house to walk to 
Roxbury. Since that time every effort, 
until yesterday, to learn of their where- 
abouts had been unsuccessful, beyond the 
fact that a man in Roxbury saw two 
children answering their description on 
the day of their disappearance, wandering 
in the direction of Dorchester. 


The mystery was solved yesterday, how- 


ever, by the discovery of their lifeless 
bodies, bearing unmistakable evidences of 
a terrible outrage and murder. The dis- 
covery was purely accidental, notwith- 
standing active and thorough search was 
in progress to discover the cause of the 
singular absence. Two Boston merchants 
baa gone to Roxbury for the purpose of 
recreation ; and while strolling through 
what is known as Bussey's woods, they 
were suddenly startled by discovering the 
murdered body of the little girl Isabella. 
They at once notified the city authorities, 
who immediately proceeded to the scene of 
the tragedy. The only means by which 
the body could be identified was the cloth- 
ing. _The features which the little one 
bore in life were succeeded by those of a 
terrible and painful death. Upon exami- 
nation it was discovered that she had been 
outraged^ in a fearful manner, and from the 
manner in which her clotbin" was torn it 
was apparent that she had violently resist- 
ed the assaults upon her until completely 
overpowered. 


After completing their terrible villainy, 


the fiends sought ta cover up the awful 
crime by another scarcely less horrible. 
Murder followed, and this was accom- 
plished by beating and stabbing. As in- 
credible as it may seem, not less than six- 
teen stabs were inflicted on her body, most- 
ly in the abdomen, any one of which was 
almost sufficient to cause instant death. 
Coroner Ira Allen and Dr. Arnold were 
called, and the coroner took charge of the 
body. The girl was only 14 years of age, 
but was very large for her ago, and had 
the appearance of being scarcely less than 
eighteen. 


After the body had been identiCed as 


that of Miss Joyce, and the circumstance 
made known that her little brother John- 
ny was also missing, a search was imme- 
diately commenced to ascertain what J0U 
become of him. The fearful anticipations 
that he too had shared the same fate of his 
murdered sister were soon a painful reali- 
ty. After two or three hours' searching, 
his dead body was found only a few rods 
from the spot where his sister had been 
outraged and tilled. He was lying upon 
his face, and death had been caused by 
several stabs inflicted with a dirk or some 
similar instrument, in the small of bis 
back. 
Appearances indicated that the 


wounds were inflicted while ho was run- 
ning, and it is reasonable to suppose that 
he was being pursued or driven away by 
the wretches against whom be was feebly 
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CITY AND COUNTY. 
Fearful Riot at Flushing, L. I. 


[From the New York Tribune, June 21.] 


Yesterday was set apart by the firemen 


of Asteria, Jamaica, Flushing and College 
Point, for a trial of fire apparatus at Flush- 
ing. Extensive preparations were made 
for a grand display, and Engine Compa- 
nies ft os. 1 and 7 of the Eastern District, 
No. 3 of the Western District, Brooklyn, 
and Xo. 41 of New York, were invited to 
be present. Consequently, early in the 
day, an immense number of firemen and 
their friends assembled in the town. In 
consequence of some delay, the trial did 
not take place until 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and scarcely had the machines been 
put in working order when a tumult arose 
in Main street, near Woollen's Hotel, which 
became so formidable in its proportions 
that all idea of a further trial was aban- 
doned. 


It appears that au engineer from the 


Eastern District offered a bet o? forty dol- 
lars to a member of the Astoria Company^ 
each having been discussing she merits 
of the Smith and Jeffers engines, when 
they quarrelled over the terms of the bet. 
the Astoria man first striking the East- 
ern District man. The partisans then 
took up the quarrel, and in a few minutes 
the fight became general between the Jeff- 
ers men and the Smith men. 


As soon as the report of fire arms was 


lie-ird, the business men of the town clos- 
ed their stores, but in a few minutes after- 
ward the wildest disorder prevailed. The 
report of pistols, the clashing of bowie 
inives, tho screams and curses of the com- 
jatants, the terrified shrieking of women 
and children, among whom fell showers of 
stones, rendered the scene one of intense 
lorror. 


The house-tops were crowded with men, 


while the women and children sought ref- 
uge in cellars. This state of things last- 
ea for some two hours, when the rain com- 
menced to fall in torrents, and seemed to 
cool the passions of the infuriated rioters, 
md they gradually quieted down and col- 
lected their wounded and disabled friends. 


It is impossible to state the number of 


those injured, but it is estimated at fifty or 
sixty. A lady, whoso name was not ascer- 
tained, received a bullet wound in tho 
breast; several citizens and children were 
wounded by stray shots; but the fighters 
themselves suffered the most serious in- 
juries. Tbe wounded brought to Williams- 
burg include—Put. McGiimis, McCarty, 
knife wound in neck; Kd. McIIugb, badly 
injured about tho head; Charles Van 
Dyke, visitor, badly; F. Kelly, head 
bruised. Tbe scene of the figlit presented 
evidences of a terrific conflict—bricks and 
stones, knives and broken pistols lying 
around in profusion.

" West Gulf Squadron, U. S. Flag Ship 


P.P. Cwjler, Galveston, Texas, June 8, 
1805.—SIR:—In tny dispatch No. 130, 
written at Mobile, I informed the Depart- 
ment that the rebel commissioners at Gal- 
veston had desired transportation to New 
Orleans to meet Gen. Canby with a view 
to arranging terms of surrender, and that 
I had directed such, transportation to be 
furnished. On the evening of the 28th of 
May I arrived at New Orleans, where I 
remained 
until the morning of the 


5th inst., and 
during 
that 
period 


had several official interviews with Colon- 
el Ashbel Smith, commander of the for- 
ces at Galveston, who assured me there 
would be no opposition on the part of the 
forces under his command, or tho people, 
to theoccuoation of Galveston by the na- 
vy. 
On the uth, I left New Orleans on 


the steamer /'. P. Cityler, and arrived off 
Galvc.ston yesterday at 2 p. m. 
Captain 


Sands then informed me that on the iJd of 
May, General Kirby Smith and Major 
General Magruder came on board the 
United States steamer Fort Jackson, where 
they \veru met by Brigadier General E. 
J. Davis, representing General E. B. S. 
Canby, and the terms of surrender here- 
tofore agreed upon between representatives 
of Gens. Smith and Canby were signed by 
Gen. Kirby Smith. After the signing of 
the: articles of surrender, Captain Sands 
immediately took the necessary steps to 
buoy out the eliannals, and on the 15th 
proceeded inside the bar, in the Cornelia 
followed by tho Preston, and . landed at 
Galveston, accompanied by C'smmander 
Stevens, commanding the Downs, and 
Lieut. Com'd Wilson, and had an in- 
terview with Major C. II. Leonard, after 
which the fliig of the United States 
was raised on tha Custom House, the citi- 
zens conducting themselves in a quiet, or- 
derly manner. Flags are now floating on 
all tlio forts in the harbor, but, as we have 
noli a sufficient force from the fleet to gar- 
rison the latter, I have detailed the light- 
draught gunboats Cornelia, Preston and 
Ntw' London to remain inside the bar, 
where they will soon be joined by the 
Port Royal. I have also given orders to 
Commander Leary, of the Ossipee, to con- 
vey with his vessel the troops which Gen. 
Canby, it is hoped, will in a few days be 
ready to dispatch to occupy the different 
ports on the coast already surrendered to 
the United States. •

!'General Brown, of the United States 


armv, on the 1st instant, with a brigade, 
took posession of the garrison at Browns- 
ville. Other ports on the coast of Texas, 
which have been heretofore blockaded by 
our vessels, are now held by naval forces.

South Carolina. 


It is hinted that President Johnson in- 


tenJa to " reconstruct"-South Carolina on 
quite a different basis from that of North 
Carolina. The latter State has never been 
regarded as very inuch in love with: the 
JetT. Davis Confederacy, and her borders 
have been full of men who secretly -cher- 
ished a love for the old Union, while the 
mountain fastnesses sheltered large num- 
bers of those who openly bid defiance to 
the conscriptors for the rebel ranks. The 
fact that she is willing to return to her al- 
legiance more cheerfully than any other 
State, Lad a strong influence no doubt 
with the President ia deferring 'to the 
wishes of her citizens upon many pointc, 
and particularly upon the question of ne- 
gro suffrage. 


But with her fiery little sister, South 


Carolina, it is entirely different. She tf 
was who first lighted the fires of the great 
rebellion. She committed the first overt 
act of war, and on her soil the flag of the 
country was first hauled down in, disgrace. 
The disease of secession has taken root 
so deeply and become BO fixed in her con- 
stitution that she must have the most 
thorough and systematic treatment in or- 
der to effect a cure. A diagnosis of her 
case 'would show a wonderful^love for 
slavery and a bitter and malignant hatred 
of " mudsills" who labor for a living. 
She needs " reconstructing " from top to 
bottom. If it be true, as President John- 
son says, that the Constitution of the 
United States imposes upon him the du- 
ty of seeing that the people of each 
State is guaranteed a Republican form of 
government, then he ought to insist that 
the provisions of the old constitution of 
South Carolina which are anti-republican 
and undemocratic, should be entirely 
changed for the better. By the constitu- 
tion no man is entitled to vote who is not 
the owner of a certain number of slaves, 
while the legislature, instead of the people' 
elect the Governors and State officers. Be- 
sides, nobody is fool enough to imagine 
that there are any great number of loyal 
men in that State, except tho poor whites 
and persons of color. The number of the 
" chivalry " who are honestly and sincerely 
for the Union in that State, might all be 
stowed away in a good sized omnibus. If 
the President means to set the wheel§ of 
government in motion again in that State 
as he has in some of tho other States 
lately in rebellion, he must adopt a. differ- 
ent policy with regard to her. He must 
put the ballot into the same hands that he 
would put the bayonet into in case of an- 
other outbreak of South Carolina's mala- 
dy. The class of persons to trust is that 
class whose loyalty has never been ques- 
tioned, and who have never been called 
upon to take the oath of allegiance to the 
government. For persons ia poor health, 
Jush Billings recommends a vegetable 
tonic with a whiskey basis, and we think a 
military tonic with a colored suffrage basis 
would be a most excellent restorative for 
South Carolina.

AERIAl JTAnOATIOX. 


j Hevolntlonar) Experiments In Loco 


mot lorn.-.'. 


[From the New T»rk JourmJ of Commerce.] 


A flying machine cf novel form is now 


m process of construction at Hobolcen for 
the United States government. It was 
commenced during the war, and was in- 
tended for use in aerial reconnoissances of 
the enemy's position. The idea of the in- 
vention is an old one, but this is the first time 
that an attempt has been made to put it 
into practice. 
The government was in- 


duced to embark in the enterprise upon the 
strength of certain experiments made bv 
the late distinguished General (and Pro- 
fessor) Mitchell. He had, long been irT 
terested in the subject of aerial navigation 
and believed that the principle of screw 
propulsion could be made to work in air as 
well as in water. His first and only point 
was to demonstrate the lifting power of a 
screw fan moving horizontally at different 
rates of Speed. The experimental fan was 
placed upon a pole as an axis, up and down 
which it could move freely. The fan was 
then^made to revolve nt various rates of 
speed at the pleasure of the operator. At 
one rate it would merely lift itself, at an- 
other rate it would raise twice its own 
weight, at another three times; and so on, 
until the fact was ascertained by compari- 
son that a fan with blades of twenty feet 
diameter, revolving at a certain rate of 
speed, would raise six tons, and have con- 
siderable power to spare. 


The machine is a cigar-shaped canoe 


built of copper, with iron ribs. An en- 
gine is placed in the centre with sufficient 
power to work a screw fan with 20 ft. 
blades. There are four fans connected 
with the engine—one below, one above the 
canoe, and one at each end. The upper 
and lower fans are worked together to 
produce an assent; and the terminal fans 
are made to revolve together or separately 
m the same direction, or in opposite direc- 
tions, for the purpose of propellino- the 
craft horizontally. The weight of the 
whole, fully equipped and manned, is 
atout six tons. It is claimed by those up- 
on whose recommendation the machine is 
constructed, that it can be guided through 
the iair with as much ease as a vessel 
through the water. This is conditional of 
course to some extent upon the wind. If 
a vessel can be propelled through still air 
at a given number of miles per hour.it 
may be made to stem a triad of an equal 
number of miles per hour. If the power 
of a head wind exceeds or is less than the 
propelling power, the machine actually 
falls back or progresses in exact propor- 
tion to the difference between the powers. 
Thie truth should be borae in mind in con- 
sidering all schemes for air-sailing. 


An accomplished government officer is 


superintending the work, and hopes to 
have it done in a month, when the preten- 
sions of the new flying machine will be 
tested. 


Mr. Stiloman Andrews, of Perth Am- 


boy> N. J., whose remarkable achieve- 
ments in aeronautics have been certified 
to by a nmmber of unimpeachable wit- 
nesses, is already with a proposition, which 
may enlist the interest of speculative 
minds. The invention of which Mr. An- 
drews is the undisputable father, is a ci- 
gar-shaped balloon—or rather three bal- 
loons fattened together like a trilobite— 
filled with hydrogen gas. A car, in which 
the aeronaut site, js hungbejowlhis. The 
long, flat balloon is so arranged that either 
enoof it can be depressed or elevated at 
will, while a rudder, with a large sufface 
enables the voyager to stir his air ship. 
The contnvance is not dependent upon the 
wind for its lateral motion, like the ordin- 
ary balloon. The principle upon which it 
is operated in still air is as follows: One 
end of the pointed gas-vessels is elevated 
at an angle of (say) 40 deg., the other end 
being depressed and kept in motion by 
shifting ballast. The machine then rises 
obliquely in a direction which is the re- 
sultant of two forces, one the ascending 
power of the gas, and the other the resis- 
tance of the atmosphere. When a suffi- 
cient height has been attained, the ballast 
is shifted again, and the elevated end of 
the balloon is depressed. At the same 
time, a small quantity of gas is allowed to 
escape, and the machine descends, oblique- 
ly,' still following the general line of di- 
rection in the aecent. 'On nearing the 
earth, a quantity of ballast is thrown out 
from the aeronaut's car, the ballast of the 
balloon again shifted, and up she goes'; and 
so on until gas and car ballast are ' both 
expended. The general law expressed 
above with regard to wind applies to this 
as to all other flying machines. If by its 
oblique ascension or docension in still air 
it makes a given speed per hour, it will 
stem a head-wind moving at the same rate 
of speed. 


The testimony to the success of Mr. An- 


drew's invention is (as we have said) abun- 
dant and positive from those who saw him 
ascend to the clouds and curvet and pir- 
ouette through the air, with perfect free- 
dom and as much safety as could be asked 
of a balloon excursion. To this evidence 
are now added the scientific opinions of 
Prof. Bache of the Coast Survey, Joseph 
Henry Esq., Secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institute, and Major Woodruff, of the U. 
S. Engineers, a commission appointed by 
Secretary Stanton, who, after a thorough 
investigation ot the facts, united in rec- 
ommending the government to make a suit- 
able appropriation to build a lara;e ma- 
chine for army use. This was fn July, 
1804. The report went before the Con- 
gressional military committee, who qniet- 
ly entombed it; and it was not before 
March of the present year that Mr. An- 
drews could find out the fate of the oiler 
which he had made to the government, of 
the free use of his invention during the 
war. Mr. Andrews now looks to private 
enterprise to do what the government was 
not in a humor to undertake. He wants 
to raise money to build an " Aereon," and 
Drove her by one trip and return between 
?.ew York and Philadelphia. 
He does 


not ask contributors to the fund to accom- 
pany him, but will assume all tho person- 
al risks of the voyage himself—to which 
partef the proposition few will object. 


AVhile these revolutionary experiments 


in locomotion are going on here, the Brit- 
ish x'ronauts are not idle. At a recent 
meeting of the British Polytechnic Asso- 
ciation, a Mr. Barbourstated thatbyusin" 
compressed carbonic acid gas, he had ob- 
tained one and a half horse power from 
an iron engine which weighed with all its 
auxiliary apparatus only 450 Ibs. An 
engine of aluminnm would weigh only 
one third as much. The reservoir was 
strong enough to bear 5,000 Ibs. to the 
inch, and the gas that could be forced 
into it would suffice to drive the engine an 
hour and twenty minutes. Mr. Barbonr 
proposes to use such an engine in propel- 
ling such an air ship by revolving spiral 
fans, upon the plan of the one building at 
Iloboken ; and at once gets rid of all the 
difficulties resulting from a heavy steam 
engine or hot air engine, furnaces, etc., 
His scheme was looked upon not unfavor- 
ably by some of the English scientific 
journals. 


_ The trouble about all these inventions 
is not so much to convince intelligent men 
that machines can be made to fly, as to 
get intelligent men to fly with the machines 
There's the rub.

France on the Verge or Bankruptcy.

PARIS, Tuesday, June C, 1865. 


One of the most remarkable financial 


orations ever spoken within the walls of 
a deliberative assembly, Was delivered bj; 
M. Thierc, on Friday last, before the Corps 
Lesi»iatV j Th*miM«oiof:lifc discourse 
was the budget of 1860 as presented by 
the government, coupled with a general 
view of the system of French finance and 
oi the financial position of the country, 
ihe picture drawn by M. Thters of this 
.most important department of the imperi- 
al administration, is neither flattering, nor 
reassuring. According to this experienced 
statesman and financier, the budget of 
2,086 millions, for the year 18CC, which 
the government declares to leave a sur- 
plus, leaves in reality a deficit of no less 
than 200 millions. That every preceding 
French budget up to the present time had 
left a large deficit of income as compared 
with expenditure, is a fact admitted on all 
sides. 
But this year the government 


boasted that there was at last a balance 
on the right side of the national account. 
M. Thiers tells us that he has spent " two 
months " in a laborious and conscientious 
investigation of the finances of the coun- 
try ; and the conclusion that he comes to, 
and which he announced in the most sol- 
emn manner to the Chamber, isthat France 
is on the high road to national bankrupt- 
cy. With a warmth and earnestness quite 
unusual on such subjects, he assured his 
hearers that they were on the brink of a 
precipice. 
He conjured his colleagues to 


pause and put a stop to the present extrav- 
agant expenditure while it was yet time. 
He entreated them to pardon him for say- 
ing what was so painful and disagreeable 
to hear, while he exposed with unflinch- 
ing firmness all the shifts, subterfuges and 
expedients had recourse to by the govern- 
ment to conceal the real state of affairs 
and demolished with an unsparing hand' 
their pretended surplus. This speech will 
be read with anxious attention by the 
countryj; and it seems to produce, by its 
extreme earnestness, a deep impression 
even upon the hostile majority to whom it 
was addressed. The blame of the state of 
things, which he described with a force 
and perspicuity peculiar to himself, was 
laid by M. Thiers chiefly on two causes • 
iirat, the extravagant outlay on public 
works; but above all 
<ni the Mexican, 


expedition. 
Again and again, in the 


course of his speech, he returns to that 
disastrous and exhausting enterprise, as 
the main source of all 
their finan- 


cial difficulties; and it is worthy of 
remark, in testimony of the feeling of the 
country, not even the government rotors 
who replied to him, ventured to say one 
word in favor of the undertaking. 
All 


either openly or tacitly avowed themselves 
hostile to the imperial policy in America. 
It is curious that among the items used by 
the government to make up their sham bal- 
ance of accounts for 18G6, is one of twen- 
ty-seven millions to be repaid to Mexico. 
Mr. Th i«rs seemed to take peculiar pleasure 
in demolishing this, which he did most ef- 
fectually. He showed that out of their 
last loan of 250,000,000, Mexico had in re- 
ality touched only 100,000,000. Of this 
sum France had already once received 27 - 
000,000 in 18C5; and was it possible to im- 
agine that out of the pittance which re- 
mained and which was necessary to the 
very existence of Maxiraillian's govern- 
ment and army—was it possible she could 
Ttay-27-,000,000 muieiirfsGO'l 


The whole gist and bearing, then, of 


the above most powerful and remarkable 
speech may be summed up in the two fol- 
lowing conclusions, viz.: that the French 
national finances are in a most unsound 
and fictitious position, and that this posi- 
tion is mainly due to the reckless policy 
pursued by the government on the Ameri- 
can continent. 


TIIE DOLLAR.—The word dollar is deriv- 


ed from a German word which means val- 
ley, and wag first applied to coins in con- 
sequence of this circumstance: in the 
mining region of Bohemia, at a place call- 
ed Joachimsthal (Joachim's Valley,) sil- 
ver pieces, of one ounce weight, were coin- 
ed and came into circulation about 1520, 
as Jeachimsthaler, and then for shortness 
thaler; this became dolera in Spanish, and 
m English, dollar. The thaler is still the 
German money of account, and the Span- 
ish milled dollar became so famous in the 
world of commerce, and so familiar to 
our fathers in their dealings with the West 
Indies and the Spanish American colonies, 
that our Congress adopted it as the best 
known and most convenient unit of mon- 
ey. The word dime is a corruption of the 
Latin decent, ten; cent, a contraction of 
the Latin ventum, hundred; and mill a 
contraction of the Latin mille, thousand ; 
so that our denominations are philosophi- 
cal as well as convenient, each one in or- 
der being, and being designated, a tenth 
part of the one above. 


To KEEP EGGS.—Eggs can be kept for 


two years, by dipping them in a solution 
made of one pound of quick lime, and one 
of salt, to one gallon of water; take an old 
pail and put in your lime and water, and 
then stir until it is all dissolved, then add 
salt as above, (keep in the cellar,) when 
cool enough, it is ready to use. Dip in 
the eggs, and see that they are all covered 
with the solution, which must be stirred 
from the bottom occasionally. Pack them 
small end downwards, in bran or salt or 
without anything. When wanted for use 
or market, a little warm water will wash 
them clean, Some dip eggs in boiling 
water, some grease them and pack them 
in bran. I packed 15 dozenfas I could 
gather them,) in August, in salt, and kept 
them until spring, just 
as good as 


fresh. 
They must all be kept in a cool 


cellar alike moist rather than dry.—Mrs. 
M. F. C.^ Waterford, Dacota Co., Minn.
